Shall we adopt the provieione of RSA 72:43-f for the adjusted 
elderly exemptions from property tax? These statutes provide 
for the following exemptions, based on assessed value, for 
qualified taxpayers: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 
years, $10,000; for a person 75 years of age up to 8@ years, 
$15,000; for a person 8@ years of age or older, $20, 000. To 
qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident 
for at least 5 years; own the real estate individually or 
jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his spouse, they 
must have been married for at least 5 years. In addition, the 
taxpayer must have a net income of less than $10,000 or if 
married, a combined net income of less than $12,000, and own 
net assets of $30,008 or less, excluding the value of the 
person’s residence.

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EFFINGHAM VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Effingham Volunteer Fire Department in 1992 showed a roster 
that has remained stable and strong during the past year. Two 
additional members completed the Firefighter I course ($175. @@ per 
member). 


Twelve business meetings and several training sessions were 
conducted. The Department also had a large diameter hose training 
session on Route 25 with the Freedom Fire Department. The 
Department had two air packs completely serviced. The Department 
had to replace the engine and transmission in 2T1 and rebuilt the 
1@0@ GPM pump on Z2E5. 


Effingham Fire Department, Ossipee Valley Mutual Aid Association 
and the Carroll County Sheriff’s Department are in Phase #2 of a 
Major communications study contracted by RAM Communications. 


The Effingham Fire Department was able to purchase the following 
equipment in the past year: 150 ft. of 4" hose, a light-weight 
portable generator and light, a 4" Stortz Valve for 2E1 and a 
drench to aid in fire suppression. New communications equipment 
included one new 2-way radio for 2E1 and one mobile radio for an 
department officer. Also upgraded was part of the member turn-out 
gear. 


The Effingham Fire Department had a five room, 1-1/4 story wood- 
framed house donated for training. Several training sessions were 
held and an actual burn of the building was done on March 22, 1992.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our State. Our 
largest fire was in May in Rumney, where a suspicious origin fire 
burned approximately 15@ acres with a total cost of approximately 
$30,@@0. The Nh Division of Forests and Lands assisted many other 
communities in wildland fire suppression as well. 


Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total of 136 
acres. Our major causes of fires were fires kindled without a 
permit, unknown causes and children. 


Please help your Town and State Forest Fire Officials with fire 
prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, 
"No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled 
any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, 
except when the ground is covered with snow, without first 


obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the 
Town where the burning is to be done," Violation of this statute 


is a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of up to $1,000 and/or a 
year in jail and you are liable for all fire suppression costs. 


Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The 
small average fire size of .47 acre/fire is a tribute to early 
detection by the public or our fire tower system and the quick 
response of our trained local fire departments. Please help your 
Warden and fire department by requesting and obtaining a fire 
permit before kindling an open fire. 


The NH Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns with a total 
of $20,000 in 5@/5@ cost share grants for firefighter safety items 
and wildland suppression equipment in 1992.

The Effingham Historic District Commission meets the second 


Thursday of each month at 7:30 PM at the Town House. Eleven 
regularly-scheduled meetings were held during 1992, and five 
applications were approved by quorum. Noteworthy also, a 


collection of reference materials is maintained and this 
information is available upon request to those interested. 


During March 1992, the United States Preservation Commission issued 
a document entitled, "Breakdown of Nubmer of Historic Preservation 
Commissions by State” which actually translates into a social 
commentary on the changing perceptions in this diverse country and 
on the nationwide agenda toward the preservation of cultural 
assets. This study revealed that by the year 1976, 491 Historic 
Commissions had been established. By the year 1992, these had 
increased to a total of 1803. In conbination, they form a 
strategic link along the path of environmental sustainment. Some 
representative statistics in the study are listed below:

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REPORT TO THE PEOPLE OF COUNCIL DISTRICT ONE 


The five member NH Executive Council has its Constitutional 
authority in Articles 60 through 66 in the New Hampshire 
CONSUVLLUTion. Through the many Legislative Sessions, much of New 
Hampshire law includes the Council in major decisions that are made 
by the Governor and top Executive Branch Officials. 


Acting similar to a Board of Directors of a corporation, the 
Council by law is called to act upon requests from the many 
executive branch departments and divisions. These requests are 
reviewed prior to Governor and Council consideration by the 
Attorney General’s Office and the Commissioner of Administrative 
Services to be legally correct and that proper funds are available. 
Generally, all contracts will outside state government agencies and 
individuals must be approved by the Governor with the advice and 
consent of the Council. This brings to the very top of your 
Executive Branch an elected voice from your area. 


The entire Judicial Branch of NH State Government is nominated by 
the Governor and confirmed by the Council. This is a very serious 
and key function of the Council. Judges are seated until their 
7Oth birthday. 


The five member Council by law is now part of the Ten Year Highway 
Plan for New Hampshire and must by law hold hearings to gain 
citizen input and information on changes in the highway and bridge 
system of New Hampshire. Our report is due to the Commissioner of 
Transportation by June 1, 1993. 


The Council also plays a key role in assisting citizens, agencies, 
towns, cities and businesses in their relationship with New 
Hampshire State Government. A Councilor is only a phone call away 
and stands ready to assist in this ombudsman role. 


As Councilor for your Town and area, I stand ready to be of 
service.

Dear Board Members: 
During 1992, Kimball Chase Company provided the following services to the Town: 
1) Continued water quality monitoring of round ene and the South River. 
2) Elevation surveys of the landfill site. 
3) Evaluation of the landfill’s operation. 
The results obtained from water quality monitoring indicate the same conditions as 1991. 
The landfill is generating leachate, but is having minimal impact upon groundwater. No 
surface water impact has been noted. Reports are issued three (3) times each year to the 


Town and the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services (NHDES). 


Project engineers have reviewed the plan of operation, showing the landfill methods best 
used to prepare the site for ultimate closure, with Ted Clark at NHDES. 


Janice Greenwood in our Portsmouth Office has periodically checked with NHDES 
concerning their review of the project. Jan and her family have recently moved to 
Massachusetts. We have replaced her with Scott Braley, an environmental engineer in 
Portsmouth. 


Information has recently been provided on the possibility of an interim landfill closure and 
a transfer facility at the Town’s solid waste site. This work can be done within the budget 
previously established for your project. 

Kimball Chase appreciates the work which Effingham has asked us to undertake since 1988. 
We look forward to continuing our work with the Town and addressing its solid waste 
disposal requirements in this coming year.
